The Tagwacht correspondent says: 

Ten thousand -men and women took 
part in a peace demonstration which 
marked the opening of the Reichstag 
November 30. A crowd collected to- 
ward eight o'clock: in the evening “in 
Unter den Linden. One section the 
demonstrators came from the Scfloss 
(the imperial palace), The crowd 
sang outside the opera house, and as 
this section passed through the Unter 
den Linden in the direction f the 
of olice 
which had been specially stationed in 
the neighborhood rushed out and 
drove it back along the Friederich- 
Strasse and Charlottenstrasse. - 

“After they ‘had driven one. sec- 
tion of the demonstrators into the 
side streets, the police tried to drive 
off those who had congregated in 
the Charlottenstrasse and Friederich- 
strasse. Motinted police began. the 
attack, using their sabres in many 
directions and cutting: at the demon- 
Strators. . 

“Look out, or we will polish ‘you 
off!” cried a mounted policeman, 

“Our men are bleeding yonder, so 
you can slaughter us here,’ replied 
a war wife.

volved in supplying the highest 
grade of cream. This is three cents” 
more per pound of butter fat for Ex- 
tra No, 1 than No. 1, and five cents 
above No. 2. 

In no instance, reports W. A. Wil 
son, dairy commissioner, has a far- 
mer supplying, “Extra No. 1” cream 
withdrawn his- patronage from a co- 
operative cret.mey, while in some 
cases farmers supplying ‘No. 2 cream 
have withdrawn their support, and, 
although the volume of business de- 
clined, the <jua.jty of the butter, be- 
cause of the absence of much of the 
No. 2 cream, showed a decided im- 
provement. Their withdrawal in 
most cases was only temporary, since 
the price paid for the better flavored 
cream proved a powerful magnet and 
those who yfelded to its influence 


have demonstrated that where dol- 
lars and cents are the reward for 
labor the possibility of the produc- 


tion of sweet flavored, clean cream is 
seldom questioned. This practice

Grading has proved so satisfactory 
in the case of the cream.that it has 
now been extendeg to the butter. 

Each creamery is designated by a 
letter and each churning by a sqpat- 
ate number.. Both the creamery let- 
ter and the churning number. are 
stamped oh every box of butter pack- 
ed from a partictlar churning. A 
daily report is made out at the 
creamery, which also shows this in- 
formation, together with the number 
of boxes of butter from that particu. 
lar churning. On the arrival of the 
butter at cold storage each week it 
is an easy matter to sort out and cx- 
amine a box of butter from any 
churning. 

Having information on each man- 
ager’s daily work, it {is possible to 
classify the butter consignments ac- 
cording to the requirements of the 
respective markets or individual deal- 
ers, thus preventing second grade 
butter being shipped to any point 
and in this way satisfy the various 
customers. All consignments are 
ordered shipped from. cold storage 
by reference to the official) grade 
certificates, the originals of whicn 
are subsequently forwarded to the 
purehaser, the duplicates being re- 
tained one file for reference.

The Pribilof South Sea Seal Herd 
at the end of the breeding season 
of 1915 contained about a third of 
of a million animals of borh sexes 
and all ages, or about 40,000 more 
than last year.

The name of Sir John Franklin 
comes to all with the suggestion that 
makes for courage and resourceful- 
uess under the hardest conditions. He 
first began his Arctic explorations in 
1818, when the question of finding the 
northwest passage, that dream of the 
ages, was again agitating the English 
people. Lieutenant Franklin, as he 
was then. made explorations of the! 
Coppermine river and traversed much 
of the territory which ts now as fami- 
liar to Mr. Stefansson as though it 
were his dooryard. 

Sir John Franklin in 1845 set out in 
a search of the northwest passage. He 
was in command of two vessels, the 
Terror and the Erebus, which were 
provisioned for three years. The popu- 
larity of Sir John and his high attain- 
ments as a scientist and navigator 
brought many volunteers to his side. 
His vessels, with 129 officers and men,

Piet to Draw Canada Into War With 
the United Stateg 


Word has reached members of the 
American Legion in Toronto that 
German agents in New York have al- 
ready started a movement for a sec- 
ond great world war to succeed a 
patched up peace in Burope. 

They aim to secure control of the 
United States land rees by having 
them divided into ten armies under 
officers from Germany. When it 
suits Germany hostilities are to be 
incited between the United States 
and Japan that Great Britain may 
be drawn in.” This is’ with a view of 
England being struck at on behalf of 
Germany, through Canada, by Ameri- 
ean troops, under German generals. 

The plot is being started by a 
movement to foment anti-British and 
anti-Canadian sentiment on the pre- 
text that Great Britain and Japan 
are in a conspiracy to pick a quarrel 
with the United States and make a 
sudden attack on her. ; 

The plot to put the prospective 
United States army under the con- 
trol of German officers is disclosed 
in a copy of an appeal to pro-Ger- 
mans in the United States just sent 
-out by G. 8. Viereck, of 1123 Broad- 
way, New York, in which he says: 

“Canada has been stirred from the 
depth of -her peacefulness. Now that 
her armies have fought side by side 
with the English, now that the spirit 
of militarism and the spirit of con- 


quest have entered her heart as @ 
nation, together with her  undis- 
guised contempt for the United 


States, we must be prepared to meet 
her in battle if Great Britain and her 
ally in Tokio give the signal.”

Armenian Atrocities 


Estimated That a Million Armenians 
Have Been Killed 

Lord Bryce has issued a further re- 
port on the Armenian atrocities. He 
gives the estimate of a person de- 
scribed as a competent observer, 
placing the destruction of life as near- 
ly 1,000,000, or practically half the 
population of Armenia. 

One report which Lord Bryce 
quotes states that in a certain town 
200 chief Armenians were imprisoned 
and then taken by night in wagons 
to the river bank and there killed. 
The women and girls, he states, have 
been distributed among the Turkish 
villages, the Turks choosing such 
tirls as they wanted. 

A large number of exiles were al- 
lowed to take shelter in a town, where 
for a time they were better off. Sud- 
denly the police ordered them all to 
leave and the whole number, per- 
haps 5,000, were literally driven up- 
der the lash into the streets and rush- 
ed to an encampment.

Volcanoes and Climate 


The effects of volcanic dusp upon 
climate have formed the subject of 
numerous publications during the last 
few years. 
taken anew by Dr. H. Arctowski, well 
known for his reseaches on so-called 
“pleionian” variations of temperature 
and other atmospheric conditons. He 
finds that the dust veil produced by 
the Krahatoa eruption affected  at-

Car Accommodates 48 Soldiers 
“at One Time 
A faitway train Which cah not only 
/8,000 soldters with a4 
daily bath, but also: provides for the 
serving of, refreshments, forms . part 
of the equipment 6f the usstian 
armthy. The bath ts a jnatitution 
in Russia, and even the smallest cot 
tage has its little banja, or stea 
bath house, where the porns eet their 
@ national ctis- 
tom which has led; @uring the pres 
ent war, to the construction of sev: 
¢ral movable banjas, or bath trains, 
for the Russian army. 

Each train consists of a locomotive 
and a score of cars, pancled with felt, 
cork and wood, to keep them warm, 
and joined with Warm véstibule bel- 
lows, whioh make it possible for the 
soldiers to pass from the undressing 
car to the bathroom and then to the 
dressing car, The bathrooms are pro- 
vided with hot water from the locomo- 
tive bofler, atid In the train there are 
two tank cars holding water sufficient 
for 24 hours’ work. 

Each cat can accommodate 48 sold- 
fers, who, after having their hair cut; 
pass to the washing car. where they 
can bathe to their hearts’ content. In 
the meantime their clothes and linen 
have been taken charge of. by an at- 
tendant, who passes them to the spec- 
jal disinfectant compartment, and the 
soldier,* reaching the dressing car, 
finds on his numbered seat a bag with 
a set of clean linen, and his clathes 
cleaned, mended and disinfected. And 
when he is dressed he can pass to the 
next car, where he cah get tea, sugar, 
tobacco, etc. =

£6,000 and £8,000. and they have 
proved so useful that others are being 
constructed as rapidly as possible.—

B.C. Timber Resources 


Government Working to Becure a 
Larger. Market For Output 

Any inventory of the forests of Brit- 
ish Columbia -has been commenced 
in order to Ard our how much timbe 
could be cut each year without inju® 
ing the forests. The investigation 
showed that the province contained 
100,000,000 acres of forest land, and 
about 400 billion feet of merchantable 
timber. The forests, moreover, are 
producing annually about five billion 
feet of new timber. Since at present 
only a billion and a half feet are cut 
ach year, it is evident that the har- 
vest can safely be increased several 
times over; that, in fact. an immense 
amount of timber is annually going to 
waste. It is exactly as if the farmers 
on the prairies could find a market 
for only a third of their wheat crop.. 

A knowledge of these facts showed 
the British Columbia government that 
it must obtain markets for its com- 
plete wood crop. After studying the 
timber markets of the world, the gov- 
ernment is now taking steps to in- 
crease its trade with the United King- 
dom, Australia and New Zealand, 
South Africa and other countries 
which have not enough timber of their 
own. The prairie provinces, however, 
are the largest market for British Co- 
lumbia forest products, The Britisa 
Columbia government is now seeking 
to develop this market to the full. To 
give the. best possible service to 
prairie farmers, who are among the 
largest consumers of B.C. lumber, the 
government has prepared, in co-opera- 
tion with the University of Saskatche- 
wan, a series of bulletina on farm 
buildings. Similar means are being 
adopted in Eastern Canada, where 
there is a good market for heavy tim- 
bers and high grade lumber preducts 
from B.C. By establishing a commer- 
cia] service in every market by sys- 
tematic publicity work, British Co- 
lumbia will secure markets for its full

officially acknowledged .German cas- 
ualities has reached London, saya the 
New York World, and it denotes that 
Germon lqsses in the field tow. cor 
tainly are not jess than 3,600,000 
Killed, wounded and prisoners. 

The closely packed pages oéntain 
an average of 360 names each, Be- 
fore me lie Hsts..763 to 778 inclusive, 
for the firat nine days on November, 
covering 239 pages. | The toll of death 
@nd misery for these nine days is 
86,040, or 9,660 a day. 

As German military authorities 
never publish officer casunalities, ex- 
cept noncommilssioned, and the lists 
are not guaranteed to be complete, 
it seems within reasons .to estimate. 
Germany's attrition in the fields of 
war 10,000. every twenty-four hours. 

The sheets ate twelve and a half 
Inches long, with three closely cram- 
med columns to the page. The ac- 
cumulation, since the war began, if 
piled together, would make many 
columns reaching to the ceiling of 
an ordinary room. 

In all the world’s history there 
mever has-been such a_ record of 
dead and maimed, in anything like 
the same period. It would indicate 
that the “nibbling” process on which 
Gen. Joffre pinned his faith from 
the outset of the war is being car- 
ried on pretty consistently, and that 
the decimation of the German armies 


-in all the theatres of war is a prob- 


lem that must seriously concern the 
German government, as the German 
male population with military possi- 
bilities ig not inexhaustible. 

The Prussian Guard is never miss- 
ing from the death roll, whether in- 
fantry, uhlans, field artillery, hussars 
or machine gun section. 

The tremendous losses in the flow- 
er of the Kaiser's legions is proof of 
the extent to which reliance now 
must pe placed on the Landstrum 
and Landwéhr brigades, and in sub 
stitute infantry regiments, which 
figure se prominently. 

The believers in inevitable triumph 
by attrition find in these lists much 
ground for -hope and confidence in 
its efficacy as a determining factor 
of the war. 

Although the German lists are pub- 
lished with more or less regularity, 
it is a mistake to imagine that they 
are freely circulated in Germany. In 
the first place, the military author- 
ity arbitrarily prevented the publica- 
tion of these lists in the newspapers. 
Newapapers are forbidden to pub- 
i) anything beyond the bald, un- 
pforming summary of casualty ro'ls. 
Newspapers may announce only that 
certain persons, say twenty-five or 
thirty persons, well knewn names in 
@ particular community are among 
the dead, wounded and massing. 

Berlin papers may not, for exam- 
ple, print a list of Hamburg casual- 
ties, and Hamburg papers are not 
permitted to say. anything about 
Berlin: casualties. No paper may 

tint anything in the nature of a 
abulation or computation of the 
total or special losses or to say,, for 
instance, that, to Nov. 9, 10,000 pages 
of lists have been issued. 

The British people on the other 
hand are kept fully acquainted with 
the full numerical and moral conse- 
quences of their losses. No such 
publication would be permitted in 
Germany, even if German newspap- 
ers thought it desirable. The Eng- 
lishman who buys a One cent news- 
paper gets ali the casualty lists ‘n 
it, but the German who wants lists 
must pay three cents for each list, 

This arrangements insures a-very 
limtted circulation of the, German 
casualty lists. But the German lists 
are displayed in popular restaurants 
and coffee houses, where they find 
their most numerous readers. In 
earlier German lists, the time and 
place where casualties occurred were 
identified. That practice has been 
discontinued, so, when one finds, for 
instance, whole companfes, including 
non-coms., wiped out in Infantry Re- 
serve Regiment No. 18, Prussian list 
No. 368, or Infantry Reserve Regi-

A significant feat: re of the German 
lists is the completeness with whicn 
whole companics, numbering about 
200 each, have been rolled, showing 
the frightful result of attacks in mass 
formation. No less remarkable is 
the frequency with which each com- 
pany, with fifteen or twenty non- 
coms., the backbone of Germany's in- 
fantry units, are lost. 

The absence of commisaioned of- 
ficers’ names from the lists, as only 
at rare intervals is the loss of a 
lieutenant or staff officer announced, 
means that German officers either, 
as a part of the military policy, do 
not risk their lives, or that their 
losses are more numerous than Gor-

Lists are made up of losses of the 
Prussian, Bavarian, Saxon and Wur- 
temberg armies, and the Imperial 
Navy Prussian losses are, of course, 
overwhelmingly preponderant, which 
naturally follows, from the greater 
population.

United States Annual 
Agricultural Report 


Diversified Farming Essential to a 
Sound Agrioultural Economy 

Particular emphasis is again laid 
apon the necessity for increasing the 
number of meat animals. The depart- 
ment, it is stated, has extended its 
activities in this direction as far as 
available © funds permitted. The at- 
tention of the singlecrop farmer has 
heen directed to the need of diversifi- 
eation and the introduction of live 
stock as essential to a sound agricul- 
tural economy. 

Among the most promising agencies 
for increasing the meat supply are the 
pig clubs. ‘l'hese now have a mem- 
bership of about 9,000 boys and girls, 
and over 2,000 registered hogs are 
awned by the members. Poultry 
clubs also have received much atten- 
tion, the membership now being ap- 
proximately 4,000. The report con- 
tinues: ’ 

“Last year the ease with which the 
meat supply can be increased mater- 
fally by controlling or eliminating the 
eommon live stock diseases was point- 
ed out.

Far-Famed Colony Farm 


Reputation Made by Purebred . Hol- 
_ steins and Clydesdales 

One big British Columbia farm, 
the ownershjp of which, as well as 
its unique management and _ labor 
conditions, places it in a class by it- 
self, is the Colony Farm at Esson- 
dale, near New Westminster, owned 
by the provincjal government, ana 
operated as part of the hospital for 
the mentally defective.

There. had been a 
gteat fush of hay to United States 
points this year, and it is now stop- 
ped for war needs. The-British and 
French afmies are greatly in need of 
hay and desire the Canadian timothy. 

Liready prices are being paid more 
than double those under normal ¢on- 
ditions, recent contracts peing placed 
at $19 a ton. There is also a Hmit- 
ed demand for Canadian timothy 
among the American horsemen. 

In filling the demand for the limit- 
ed market in the States, the prices 
are often boosted much above the 
already high prices paid by the Brit- 
ish government. This has led to 
cancellation and  non-fulfilment of 
army contracts already placed in 
Quebec, causing much worry in the 
allied armies, and endangering our 
hold on this market, which can ab- 
sorb all our timothy production in 
eastern Canada. 

Therefore, steps have been taken to 
secure the timothy hay crop of On- 
tario, Quebec and the Maritime pro- 
vinces for use of the allied armies, 
and the price prevailing (about $20, 
or double the usual amount paid) is 
expected tq continue or be even 
greater. 

So far the allied armies have de- 
manded timothy hay, but the depart- 
ment of agriculture has submitted 
samples of western grasses and east- 
ern clover, and a market may be 
found for these. 

This action has been taken after 
consultation with the British authorl- 
ties. 

“It is difficult to say just what ef- 
fect the embargo on hay will have,” 
said Mr. W. H. Dwyer of Ottawa, an 
authority on hay export. “It all de- 
pends on SQw the government fixes 
prices. If the Boston and New York 
price is taken as the Canadian con- 
teact price, then the price will likely 
rise. 

“The shutting out of our hay from 
the American market will undoubt- 
edly increase prices in the States, as 
Canadian hay this year is superior to 
the American product. 

“We have now but one customer. 
the British and allied governments, 
and the Canadian govtrnment, buy- 
ing for them, can fix the price even 
at $15 a ‘ton if it wishes. 

“The farmers, of course, might not 
sell, but then the hay could be com- 
mandeered.” 


“Bea Sledge” for Rescue Work 

The United States navy depart- 
ment has adopted a new “sea sledge” 
type of motor boat for rescuing avi- 
ators who have got into difficulties. 
‘Phe new boat is the invention of a 
Boston engineer. — 

It has been named by its inventor 
the “motor.car of the sea,” and is 
shaped something after the fashion 
of the flat-bottomed boats used on 
water chutes. This shape gives the 
craft a safety e¥en while running at 
forty miles an hour “which other 
boats do not- possess, and Jjt has the 
further advantage that there is no 
pounding in seaway, and all the 
spray is pushed under instead of over 
the side, as would happen with an 
ordinary boat travelling at such 
apeed. ;

the newly arrived troops but the sup- 
plies must be handled there, and in 
duplicate, for the British have their 
own machinery to this and quite dis- 
tinct from the French. 

Naturally, there simply 
enough shops in which to bake the 
bread necessary for so great an in- 
crease of population—much less was 
there enough wheat from. which to 
bake jt.
